Three thousand persons in the 
theater had watched her ride the 
unicycle along the strand ofgsteel 
40 feet above the stage. 

As she pedaled along the wire, 
her husband, Charles, performed on 
a trapeze suspended from exten- 
sions of the axis of her unicycle. 
One of his feats was to whirl at 
high speed as he hung suspended 


from the trapeze, with Mrs. de Phil 
pedaling back and forth on the 
wire. 


He finished his part of the turn, 
grasped the platform at one end 
of the wire, and descended to the 
stage. Running forward to the foot- 
lights, he acknowledged the ap- 
plause from the auditorium. 

Mrs. de Phil rode the unicycle to 
the platform and alighted, but 
somehow missed her footing and 
fell to the stage floor. 

Six women in the theater fainted. 
The cyclist was taken to a hospital, 
where she died three hours later.

KING ALEXANDER BURIED; 
THOUSANDS PAY TRIBUTE 
AT BIER IN BELGRADE 


TROOPS HOLD BACK 
PROWD. ON GUARD 
AGAINST VIOLENCE 


Only Children On One 
Side of Streets, Adults 
On Other So Soldiers, 
Shoulder to Shoulder, 
Can Watch Them Better. 


ROYALTY, PEASANTS 
ATTEND THE FUNERAL 


Murdered Ruler Borne to 
Newly Completed Tomb 
While Church Bells Toll 
and Big Guns Boom— 


Taps Sounded at Grave. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Oct. 18. 
—The body of the murdered King 
Alexander was placed today near 
those of his ancestors in the Royal 
Memorial Chapel at Topolo. 

While 50 men bore the sarcopha- 
gus up a hill through tree-lined 
lanes to the chapel, all activities 
throughout Yugoslavia remained at 
a standstill for two minutes as the 
common people paid tribute to their 
King. 

Then, as Alexander was laid in 
the tomb which he had only re- 
cently completed, church bells were 
tolled throughout the country. 
Heavy guns ‘n land and sea roared 
out a dirge. 

Trumpeters sounded taps for the 
dead soldier-sovereign. Mignon, as 
Alexander called his wife, Queen 
Marie took leave of her royal con- 
sort and the doors of the tomb 
were closed. 

Crowds See “uneral Train, 


Thousands of mourners were held 
‘back by troops standing shoulder 
to shoulder as’ the funeral train 
passed from Belgrade to Topolo. 
Only children were allowed on the 
right side of the route, enabling 
troops to supervise more efficient- 
ly the activities of adults on the 
left. 

Spectators were not allowed to 
carry canes or umbrellas, despite a 
drizzling rain, The route was heav- 
ily guarded, lest anarchists at- 
tempt to take the lives of the three 
Kings in the funeral cortege—Lit- 
tle Peter II, son of Alexander; Ca- 
rol of Rumania, his uncle, and Bo- 
ris of Bulgaria. 

Secret service agents made many 
arrests as they mingled among the 
crowd, seeking firearms and bombs, 

Taking of Body to Tomb. 

As the casket was being taken 
to the tomb, the widowed Queen 
Marie, her mother, Marie of Ru- 
mania, and King Peter walked di- 
rectly behind it.

Supreme Court of Missouri 
Decides Amendment to 


the City Charter Is Con-

Constitutionality of an amendment 
to the city charter of St. Louis, 
creating a permanent commission 
to make damage and benefit assess- 
ments in all proceedings to  con- 
demn land for public purposes, and 
making several other changes _ in 
the city condemnation procedure, 
was upheld today by the Missouri 
Supreme Court en banc. 

The Court issued a writ of man- 
damus, sought by the city, com- 
pelling the judges of St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court, in general term, to ap- 
point a permanent condemnation 
commission for three members, and 
three alternates. 

Validity of the amendment, 
adopted by voters of the city in an 
election on April 4, 1933, was chal- 
lenged by the Circuit judges. They 
contended the amendment, embbddy- 
ing about 19 changes in condemna- 
tion procedure, was void because it 
was an attempt to submit more 
than one proposal to the voters as

This is in addition to $50,013,144 
coming from the issuance of certifi- 
cates against about 62,000,000 
ounces of silver previously held in 
the Treasury, plus newly-mined 
metal acquired under the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation of last Decem- 
ber. 
The silver seigniorage wil] be cov- 
ered as a special receipt in the same 
way as the estimate resulting from 
a reduction in the gold content of 
the dollar, which is shown on the 
statement as $812,143,374. The total 
gold increment was about $2,800,- 
000,000, but only part of this was 
transferred to the general fund. The 
Government retained $1,800,000,000 
in the stabilization fund and em- 
ployed the rest for other purposes. 
Under the new plan the gold in- 
crement and silver seigniorage are 
deducted from the total net balance, 
leaving a “working” balance which 
was $1,153,300,525 as of Oct. 16. The 
entire balance is available for ex- 
penditures when the Treasury so 
desires. 3

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$9,900,000 INVOLVED 
IN INSURANCE SUITS 


Policy-Holders Have That 
Much at Stake in Rate 
Dispute. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 18.— 
Missouri policyholders of the stock 
fire insurance companies operat- 
ing in the State.now have about 
$9,500,000 at stake in the legal fight 
being made by the State Insurance 
Department, in the Federal and 
State courts, against a fire insur- 
ance rate increase of 16 23 per 
cent which was forced into effect 
by the companies in June, 1930, 
under protection of Federal Court 
injunctions. 

The $9,500,000 represents the dif- 
ference between the old and the 
higher rate, which has been col- 
lected by the companies. The dif- 
ference is being impounded by the 
courts pending final decisions in 
the numerous suits pending. 

About $8,000,000 has been im- 
pounded by Federal District Court 
in Kansas City, where 137 separate 
injunction suits filed by as many 
companies, to restrain the depart- 
ment from interfering with collec- 
tion of the higher rates, are pend- 
ing.

The last five years have been de- 
voted to legal moves to compel re- 
payment in full. 
The companies collected $13,087,- 
619 in excess premiums before the 
10 per cent rate reduction finally 
was sustained. The department 
has no definite information on how 
much has been repaid, but the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court recently 
sustained the Cole County Circuit 
Court’s effort to enforce a restitu- 
tion order, and conduct an account- 
ing. The amount not repaid has 
been estimated at $3,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000. 
The 137 cases pending in Federal 
District Court over the 16 2-3 per 
cent increase, which was filed in 
1929, a few months after the com- 
panies were forced to put the 10 
per cent reduction into effect, have 
reached the stage of reports to the 
court by the Master in Chancery, 
Paul Barnett, of Kansas City. De- 
partment attorneys said all of the 
reports were favorable to the com- 
panies, but did not recommend any 
particular increase. 

Five Cases Argued. 

Five of the cases, involving various 
points of law, have been argued 
and submitted to the Federal Court, 
for decision. The cases undoubt- 
edly will be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Taking of testimony in the State 
case has been completed . before 
Dudley F. Calfee, Jefferson City 
attorney, who was appointed as 
referee, and Calfee is preparing his 
report to the Court. ‘ 

Department attorneys said the

Increase Is Due Largely to 
Budget Increase; Receipts 
Off $1,016,757. 


Expenditures of the city for the 
first six months of the current fis- 
cal year, which began in April, to- 
taled $9,283,643, an increase of $787,- 
772 over expenses for the corres- 
ponding period last year, Comptrol- 
ler Nolte reported today to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. Receipts so far this year 
were $1,016,757 less than last year, 
a drop from $5,224,864 to $4,208,107. 
The greater part of city revenue is 
collected in the last quarter of the 
fiscal year. 

The increase in expenses, the 
Comptroller’s. office pointed out,. is 
due mainly to the fact that the to- 
tal budget for operation of city de- 
partments this year was $19,131,399 
as compared with $17,666,775, an in- 
crease of $1,465,624. This was made 
increased expendi- 
tures for the public hospitals and 
institutions because of overcrowing 
and the replacing old and obsolete 
equipment in the various city de- 
partments. 

The decrease in receipts is ex- 
plained by the ‘act that payments 
of back taxes dropped from $2,487,- 
560 in the first six months of last 
year to $1,630,729 this year. This 
was due t- the fact that last year 
back taxes paid prior to June 30 
were exempt from all penalties; this 
year no such exemptions were in ef- 
fect. 

Last year the city also reduced a 
deficit in Municipal revenue from 
$1,379,529 in April, 1933, when the 
new Democratic administration 
took office, to $149,698 in April, 
1934. This year the budget had to

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TOKIO MINISTRY 
S THREATENED BY

Military’s Determination to 
Dominate Policy in Man- 


churia Creates Serious 


Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Oct. 18.—A determination 
by the Japanese army to dominate 
the Japanese Empire's Manchurian 
policies, by force if necessary, con- 
fronted the three-month-old Cab- 
inet of Premier Keisuki Okada to- 
day with the danger of downfall. 

The empire’s Manchurian policies 
are the machinery with which Ja- 
pan controls the nominally  inde- 
pendent nation of Manchukuo. A 
long-drawn-out dispute regarding 
the complex scheme of the reorgan- 
ization of Japanese organs in Man- 
churia and the fundamental issue 
of the military versus civilians has 
reached a dangerous crisis with the 
army supposed to be preparing to 


and Tsinking, the capital of Man- 
chukuo, enabling the army to di- 
rect the Manchurian policy. 

Rise of Opposition. 

Opposition arose in an unexpect- 
ed quarter—the officials of the po- 
lice of the Kwantung Government 
who vigorously opposed the com- 
paratively minor provision of mak- 
ing an army officer command the 
Japanese gendarmerie in Manchu- 
ria and likewise placing an army 
officer in as chief of the civil police 
of Kwantung. 

The Kwantung opposition has 
gained the sympathy of influential 
civilian Japanese in Manchuria and 
the homeland, compelling the Cab- 
inet to review a decision made yes- 
terday with Gen. Senjuro Hayashi, 
Minister of War, dominating the 
Cabinet session. The Minister ruled 
then that the Government was al- 
ready committed without the pos- 
sibility of a-change, to the army’s 
scheme. 

The censcred report from Man- 
churia said the army was preparing 
to suppress such opposition and had 
appointed Major-General Genji Dol- 
hara as head of a special military 
organ in Kwantung to deal with 
the situation. 

Troops were said to be ready to 
move on Dairen from various points 
in the South Manchurian railroad 
zone south of Mukden.

Asserts Party Cannot Be Trusted 
With National Power; Redis- 
tribution of Wealth Needed.

UNIONVILLE, Mo., Oct. 18. — 
Losses in the 1929 stock market 
crash approximated the accumulat- 
ed actual and “illusory” earnings of 


the nation over a period of 30 years 
and were due to Republican poli- 
cies, Judge Harry S. Truman, Dem- 
ocratic nominee for the United 
States Senate, charged in a cam- 
paign addvess here today. 

“We have been living in a flo- 
rious illusion,” he said. “We pat our- 
selves on the back because we have 
the largest per capita wealth of any 
nation. But the per capita wealth 
is only an arithmetical abstraction. 
The masses of our people have lit- 
tle wealth.

NEW BRIEF BY CITY 
IN GAS RATE FIGHT 


Reduction of $1,000,000 @ 
Year in Charges to Con- 
sumers Sought. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. is. — 
The law department of the City of 
St. Louis today filed with the State 
Public Service Commission a 373- 
page brief in support of its ap- 
plication for a substantial reduction 
of gas rates in St. Louis which has 


been before the Commission in 
various forms since 1927. 

The city again asserts, as it has 
before, that the fair present value 
of the property of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. does not exceed $28,000,- 
000; that under present conditions 
6 per cent would be a fair return 
on the investment, and that on the 
present volume of business a reduc- 
tion of at least $1,000,000 a year in 
rates collected from gas_ users 
would be justified. 

Company Figures On Value. 

Altheugh in the present case the 
company has not set out a specific 
valuation to which it thinks it is 
entitled, it has presented testimony 
to support a reproduction new, less 
depreciation, appraisal of approxi- 
mately $56,000,000. In its balance 
sheet it carries its property, plant 
and investment at $59,165,287. The 
company’s gross operating revenue 
last. year was $6,739,590 and a re 
duction of $1,000,000, on the same 
volume of business, would mean a 
rate decrease of about 15 per cent. 

The city’s brief, prepared by City 
Counselor Charles M. Hay and As- 
sociate Counselor Forrest G. Ferris 
Jr., argues forcefully for 6 per cent 
as a maximum rate of return for 
the gas company under present de- 
pression conditions. In this respect 
it opposes the company’s contention, 
supported by its witnesses, that it 
is entitled to a return of 8 per cent. 


“Appeal to Common Sense.” 

“Certainly it should appeal to 
common sense,” the city’s brief says, 
“that a company enjoying a virtual 
monopoly of a necessity, and operat- 
ing in a great city under a fran- 
chise which it deems perpetual, and 
with the financial support, aid and 
comfort of a great holding com- 
pany, should be satisfied with a tax- 
free net income of 6 per cent at a 
time when most businesses and in- 
dividuals were struggling to sur- 
vive.” 


The reference to the holding com- 
pany means the Utilities Light & 
Power Corporation of Chicago, 
which controls Laclede Gas Light 
Co.

LENIN’S SURGEON JS DEAD 


Extracted Bullet From Bolshevist 
Leader in 1918. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 18.—Vladimir Ro- 
sanoff, 62 years old, chief surgeon 
of the Kremlin Hospital and the 
man who extracted the bullet from 
Nikolai Lenin when the Bolshevist 
leader was shot by Dora Kaplan in 
1918, died yesterday. 

Dr. Rosanoff wrote 60 volumes on 
surgery, served at the front in the 
Russo-Japanese war, was awarded 
the Order of Lenin in 1933, was 
a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Moscow Soviet, and 
was a member of the Collegium of 
the Commissariat of Health.

test against the new ruling of PWA 
officials of St. Louis, leading to the re- 
placement of men working on PWA jobs 
by ex-service men. I am informed by the 
man in charge of enforcement of this 
ruling for Missouri that it follows a law 
passed by Congress; and that, while he 
is in sympathy with us, he law must le 
enforced. If this be true, it is a piece of 
class legislation of the worst sort and 
should be repealed at the earliest possible 
moment. 

On purely Federal work, as in the civil 
gervice, or in construction work, that is 
paid for entirely by Federal funds, give 
the ex-service men preference. But on 
PWA jobs, where only a proportion of the 
cost is borne by the Government, and 
where work is done by contract, it is 
unfair to the established traditions gf 
freedom of which we have boasted. Con- 
tractors cannot use men they want, and 
men cannot hold jobs they 
though they may have spent years of 
their lives learning their trades. 

It is unfair to men who, being too young 
to serve in the war, have had little or 
no chance to get in any branch of serv- 
ice, and to many more, who, according to 
the selective service draft law, were put 
in deferred classes. Now, because of that 


classification, they are deprived of their | 


jobs. It is unfair because some men will 
work all the time and others will have 
very little chance to get a job. It is true 
men not veterans can work providing all 
veterans are employed. But, as soon as 
a vcteran finishes one job, he is ready for 
another, though he may take the place 
formerly held by a man with a larger 
family to support. 

The fact that a law is on the statute 
books does not mean it is right. I am 
sure everyone who believes in justice will 
agree with me that this law should be 
repealed.

AN EXCELLENT REPORT. 


Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur Anderson of St. 
Louis County “has been the victim of a deliberate and 
premeditated attack upon his person.” Such is the 
conclusion of a special committee of the St. Louis 
Bar Association, appointed to investigate the incident 
of Oct. 9, when Mr. Anderson, while driving home 
along Lindbergh drive, was forced off the road by a 
large car containing three unidentified men and suf- 
fered painful injuries, from which he is now recuper- 
ating at the county hospital. The attack took place 
a few days after Mr. Anderson's successful prosecu- 
tion of Angelo Rosegrant for participation in the 
kidnaping of Dr. I. D. Kelley. 

The action of the Bar Association in appointing the 
committee, composed of Arthur V. Lashly, Daniel 
Bartlett and Arthur J. Freund, was unusual, if not 
unprecedented. It illustrates how professional opin- 
ion is aroused over the outrageous effort by the un- 
derworld to kill, or at least to intimidate, a fellow 
member of the bar engaged in the high duty of pro- 
tecting society from criminals. The Anderson attack 
is no ordinary case. If law enforcement officials 
are subject to underworld violence, our whole sys- 
tem of justice-may as well be scrapped. 

The Bar Association’s special committee did an 
excellent piece of work in this investigation. It found 
witnesses who corroborated Mr. Anderson’s story in 
every essential detail. It interviewed the filling 
station proprietor who found Mr. Anderson lying at 
the side of the road with a broken leg and concus- 
sion of the brain and who took him to the hospital. 
It took the statement of a woman who lives 1000 
feet from where the accident occurred, who heard 
the crash and who saw the attackers’ car. The com- 
mittee talked with the doctor who examined Mr. 
Anderson upon his entrance into the hospital, and 
it inspected the car, which had been wrecked. The 
committee also read the reports gathered by the 
Sheriff’s office relative to this case. We reproduce 
below the committee's comment on the case: 

In our opinion, the Bar Association of St. 
Louis should take prompt and aggressive action 
to the full limit of its powers in this matter. A 
public official, a member of the bar, and an of- 
ficer of our courts, has been outrageously at- 
tacked. ‘The incident cries aloud for the restora- 
tion and vindication of law and order in the 
community. We regard this attack as a chal- 
lenge to the good people of the city, county and 
State. While it did not occur within, the corpo- 
rate limits of the city, in a larger sense the city 
and county are one community. Many of the 
members of our association and of our bar live 
in the county. A far greater number practice 
before the County Circuit Court. Mr. Anderson 
is an officer o* that court, sworn to enforce the 
laws of the State. Every lawyer is interested in 


seeing that crimes of violence against such an 
officer, whether arising from motives of ven- 


geance or to prevent him from further perform- 
ing his public duties, do not go unpunished. 

A lawyer who accepts such public office and 
who is wantonly attacked for fearlessly perform- 
ing his public duties must be supported bv an 
aroused and indignant publie opinion; otherwise, 
lawful government cannot endure.

A DUBIOUS PROPOSA 

In his new book, “Crisis Points in National Pol- 
icy,” Dr. Glenn Frank makes the suggestion that in 
ordinary times definite governmental forms should 
be prepared so they will be ready when a crisis ar. 
rives. The plan of the University of Wisconsin’s en- 
ergetic president is that these forms should not be 
called into use in any periods except those of crisis. 
and that they should automatically cease to func- 
tion with the passing of the emergency. 

The proposal seems to us to be of highly ques- 
tionable value. National problems, like the times 
in which they arise, differ so widely that we could 
not, with any feeling of certainty, set up new gov- 
ernmental agencies today and count on their solving 
critical questions which we may face a decade from 
now. The experience of the last few years has shown 
how difficult it is to find governmental devices 


being. 

Any attempt to set up machinery which will op- 
erate under any circumstances is all too likely to 
‘produce something that will work ineffectively, if at 
all. The Missouri Legislature, for example, was not 
content to provide for a State convention to pass 
judgment on the prohibition repeal amendment. 
It was induced to enact a statute which would be on 
the law books and presumably ready for use whenever 
Congress should submit a constitutional amendment 
to state conventions instead of state Legislatures. 
The result was the highly complicated and burden- 
some so-called Weeks Act, which, as was vividly im- 
pressed on the public mind, proved almost unwork 
able the first time Missouri tried to use it.

be broken by a continued exchange of 

verbal brickbats between the New Deal- 
ers and business. It will not be broken by 
a stiffnecked insistence by either side that 
the other side surrender, confess itself whol- 
ly wrong and beg forgiveness. It will not 
be broken while business expends more en- 
ergy worrying about its burdens and ob- 
stacles than it does in adapting itself to the 
politico-economic evolution that is always 
setting up new conditions and relationships 
and always will. It will not be broken, on 
the other hand, if the New Deal continues 
to close its eyes to the practical problems 
which face the business man. 

What we need above all is a meeting of 
minds between the New Deal and capital, 
with mutual understanding of different 
points of view, between which, however, 
there need be no essential conflict. 

Let us see if anything can be done to re- 
lieve that hobgoblin of capital familiar to 
us all as “monetary uncertainty.” We went 
off the gold standard and capital does not 
feel we are any too securely tied to it now 
—but we eat and sleep pretty much as be- 
fore; and if American capital in the aggre- 
gate has lost anything in the 40 per cent 
depreciation of the gold value of the dol- 
lar, this writer does not see it. 

We had enormous price fluctuations on 
the gold standard, and, therefore, wide 
fluctuations in the purchasing power of 
inoney, as well as wide risks in contractual! 
obligations. Nor does it make sense to ar- 
gue that at any time and under all condi- 
tions the individual is entitled to convert 
his wealth into gold and hold it as a per- 
sonal property when its primary function 
is to serve as the national measuring rod 


T HE existing economic deadlock will not 


-Of value and when its supply is a tiny frac- 


tion of the wealth convertible into money. 
* * * 

Nevertheless, any arbitrary change in a 
measure of value to which capital has be- 
come accustomed is an unsettling thing; 
and the possibility of successive changes is 
even more disturbing. It is our belief that 
to intelligent capital, at lea‘, the most 
alarming thing was not so much our de- 
parture from gold and the revaluation of 
the dollar, as it was the frankly experi- 
mental attitude taken toward the mone- 
tary system by the administration. 

It is one thing to abandon guld and say 
that we will not go back on until national 
and international economic conditions are 
such as to make it reasonably certain that 
we can determine the proper gold parity 
and maintain it indefinitely. It is quite an- 
other thing to experiment with “commod- 
ity dollar” theories and with silver: to rely 
indefinitely on the device of monetary ma- 
nipulation as a primary economic lever. 

Is there any reason why Mr. Roosevelt 
should not discuss this whole subject much 
more fully and frankly than he has yet 
done? Surely he can find words which will 
end at least some of the uncertainty which 
now surrounds the dollar, even if he is un- 
able to forecast when we shall go back to 
a gold standard, precisely the form of that 
standard and exactly the dollar parity. It 
is the ultimate basic integrity of the dol- 
lar that capital doubts. The President 
should indicate his firm purpose to defend 
that integrity to the limit of his power, 


Related to the monetary problem is the 
unbalanced budget. The growth of the Fed- 
eral debt is less than devastating thus far, 
in relation to the national wealth and to 
the deflation of private credit which it in 
part replaces. But it is the present pros- 
pect of indefinite continued expansion that 
is frightening. Moreover, capital has a 
justified impression that government is no- 
toriously a profligate and wasteful spender. 
This has not been lessened by broad hints 
by more than one candidate of his ability 
to obtain Federal funds for his district. 

With a session of Congress looming, it 
would be of much help to the morale of 
capital if Mr. Roosevelt will demonstrate 
that he possesses the will and the power 
to apply the brakes by putting relief on 
-a scientific basis of minimum necessity, sup- 
ported at least in substantial part by direct 
and broadened taxation; meanwhile cutting 
down on all other spending. Coupled with 
this should be a firm declaration of the 
President's intention to balance the budget 
at the earliest possible moment, to which 
end he will give capital and business every 
possible. encouragement in order that the 
necessary revenues may be produced. 

- * * 

A further source of uncertainty is capi- 
tal’s doubts regarding the administration's 
attitude toward the profit system and the 


question of what constitutes a “reasonable” 


profit. Plainly a “reasonable” profit would 
be extremely difficult to define. 

Perhaps it would be an excellent idea— 
strange as it may seem—for the New Dea] 
to drop this subject entirely and let busi- 
ness infer that it is free to make all of the 
prefit that it can! 

If this seems the view of a reactionary 
or a Tory, bear in mind that in our eco- 
nomic system, capital is always competing 
with capital for consumer favor, destroy- 
ing it and replacing it with better or cheap- 
er goods and services; that the national 
wealth over a century has grown at the 
rate of less than 4 per cent a year, prov- 
ing that this is the long-range average ex- 
pectancy of return on capital; that manu- 
facturing profits on sales or gross revenues 
in the boom years 1923-29 averaged only 
4.91 per cent, as shown by United States 
Treasury figures; and, finally, that anything 
above what the New Deal may consider a 
“reasonable” profit is more than likely in 
any event to go to the tax collector. 

With NRA price-fixing in eclipse, we are 
getting back on the right road. Even 
though many business men wil! not like it 
~—for much of business itself insisted on. the 
resort to price-fixing despite abundant eco- 
nomic experience in its dangers—-the admin- 
istration will be wise to adhere from this 
point on to policies which encourage healthy 
competition in industry, volume production 
and the lowest possible prices. 

It is only the volume functioning of our 
economy that can produce and support ris- 
ing wages. Staple producers inevitably—and 
with much justice—will be the first benefi- 
Ciaries. Labor should be urged to see the 
necessity that it wait for the later reward 
that a sounder balance of agricultural-in- 
dustrial price ratios will yield.

Verdi Grand Concert in Cos- 
tume Well Received by En- 
thusiastic Audience.

é¢6y A FORZA DEL DESTINO,” 
by Giuseppe Verdi, was given 
a rousing performance last 
night at the Municipal Auditorium 
under the banner of the St. Louis 
Grand Opera Company. It was op- 
era according to a ripe, pre-Wag- 
nerian tradition, with principals and 
chorus facing the audience square- 
ly and delivering the music head- 
on. It was, in fact, little more than 
a grand concert in costume, since 
the so-called plot of the piece mere- 
ly provided a tenuous connection 
between the various set numbers. 
And it was a grand concert in 
which the interest was confined 
mostly to the vocal line. The har- 
monies in this work are of the sim- 
plest sort and the orchestration is 
negligible in its interest. 


The audience, for all that, was 
highly enthusiastic and had many 
reasons for being so. The first of 
these was the singing of Elisabeth 
Rethberg, who: made her first ap- 
pearance of the fall season in the 
role of Donna Eleanora. The dra- 
matic importance of the music al- 
lotted to her was nothing and its 
musical significance far below that 
of many other Verdi operas. Nev- 
ertheless, it gave her ample oppor- 
tunity to display the fine texture 
of her voice and her cultivated 
stvle of singing. Madame Rethberg 
is German, but her cantilena is the 
realization of the Italianate ideal 
of bel canto. The long. supple line 
is consistently maintained, but at 
the same time every type of expres- 
sion is introduced by means of in- 
terior stress and the manipulation 
of phrases. 

Once or twice during fortissimo 
passages last night her voice ex- 
hibited momentary impurities. But 
these were purely affairs of the 
moment and did not seriously mar 
the consistently lyrical charm of 
her performance. 


Giovanni Martinelli was also in 
splendid voice as was Carlo Mo- 
relli, a powerful and resonant bari- 
tone, who sang the role of Don 
Carlos.. The famous duet of the 
second act, beloved of opera-goers 
for many years, lived up to all ex- 
pectations so far as its perform- 
ance was concerned and the solo 
numbers. by both artists were ren- 
‘dered with enheartening vitality. 


Guido Guidi contributed a well 
worked out vocal and dramatic

OVER CHURCH'S NAME 


Ruthenians in St. Louis Congre- 
gation Charge Discrimi- 
nation by Pastor. 


Suit for an injunction to prevent 
the Rev. Joseph Haniak, pastor of 
St. Mary’s Assumption Ruthenian 
Greek Catholic Church, 1120 Dol- 
man street, from denying to a Ru- 
thenian element membership rights 
in his congregation was taken un- 
der advisement yesterday by Cir- 
cuit Judge Green. 

The suit was filed by 24 com- 


plainants from the Carpathian 
Mountains, Ruthenia, now a prov- 
ince of Czecho-Slovakia. They 


charge that the pastor and a group 
of his adherents, who are named 
as co-defendants, favor a national- 
istic Ukrainian movement, uniting 
the Ruthenian and other Slavic 
peoples, and he devotes his sermons 
to that purpose, discriminating 
against the petitioners. 
Previous Court Order. 

It was pointed out that last Feb- 
ruary the pastor and others en- 
deavored to drop Ruthenian from 
the church name, substituting 
Ukrainian, but were prevented 
from doing so by an order issued 
by Circuit Judge Calhoun. 

In the case before Judge Green 
it is also sought to oust Father 
Haniak as pastor and president of 
the church corporation. It is al- 
leged he was removed with other 
officers last July and they are 
wrongfully in charge of the prop- 
erty. This is denied by the _ de- 
fendants, who say some -f the pe- 
titioners were elected trustees ata 
meeting which was not legally 
called, 

On the other hand the petition- 
ers charged that at an election con- 
| ducted by the pastor they were not 
| permitted to vote, although they 
were in good standing. Father Ha- 
niak testified some of the com- 
plainants had not paid their church 


dues while others lost their rights 
as members because they did not | 
perform their Easter duties. 

Paul Dillon, counsel for the de- 


fense, asked the court to dismiss 
the case on the ground the dispute 


was one which should be settled | 


by church tribunals, and that a 
good Catholic is always under 
obedience to go to church courts in 
such matters. John C. Vogel, rep- 
resenting the petitioners, said since 
St. Mary’s Church operated under a 
charter authorized by the State the 
case was in the right tribunal. 

In support of his view Dillon call- 
ed the Rev. Joseph P. Donovan, 
professor of canonical law at Ken- 
rick Seminary, who explained the 
law of the church. Father Donovan 
said the church provided a tribunal 
in which the case could be adjusted. 
St. Mary’s Church, the court was 
informed, is under the jurisdiction 
of the Slavic Bishop at Philadel- 
phia, who appointed Father Haniak 
in July, 1932, and an appeal] could 
have been made to him. 

Father Haniak’s Position. 

Father Haniak denied he was op- 
posed to the Ruthenians but he told 
the court that a majority of the 
membership preferred the name 
Ukrainian. 

“IT want to get all my people to- 
gether and I preach sermons ac- 
cording to the gospel,” he said. He 
denied that he referred to Ruthen- 
ians as monkeys, as one witness 
said. He said his heart was with 
all his people. 

“We have two names—Ruthenia 
and Ukrainia, but I prefer the lat- 
ter, and so do the majority,” he 
added. 

It is said that most of the mem- 
bers or their ancestors came. from 
the Ukrainian country, which is 
east of Ruthenia. Father Haniak 
said his salary was $120 a month 
and that he could not leave his 
present post unless ordered to do 
so by the Bishop.

Biological Survey Calls for Limit 
On Kill Because of 
Scarcity. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. — The 
Bureau of Biological Survey ap- 
pealed to the nation’s hunters to 
limit their kill of ducks this fall to 
a sporting number. 


_ Asserting the waterfowl popula- 
tion had been depleted seriously by 
the drying up of nesting places in 
drouth states, the Bureau empha- 
sized the need for conserving a 
breeding stock to repopulate breed- 
ing areas and nesting grounds the 
Government is establishing under 
its wild life restoration program. 

“Have sport, but save ducks,” is 
Suggested by the Bureau as 4a slo- 
gan for sportsmen. The Bureau 
suggests that hunters be satisfied 
with fewer days of shooting and 
smaller bags than the law allows. 
Hunters are also urged to retrieve 
all crippled birds and to co-operate 
with wardens to prevent poaching. 

J. N. Darling, chief of the survey, 
said a crisis was at hand “in which 
every effort should be made to pre- 
serve as many birds as possible.” 
Darling cautioned sportsmen 
against being misled by early 
flights or local concentration of 
ducks. 

After studying conditions on the 
delta of the Saskatchewan River 
in August, L. J. Goldman of the 
Bureau Staff of Biologists reported: 
“The region is a duck paradise, but 
I doubt that I saw more than 2000 
ducks in several days.” He report- 
ed a similar scarcity in other areas 
visited.

Says Policy in Time Will Reduce 
People and Industry to Level 
of Soviet Russia. 


By the Associated Press. 
PERRYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 18.— 
Senator Roscoe C. Patterson, Re- 
publican nominee for _ re-election, 
said in a campaign speech here 
last night that under the “New 
Deal” the “Liberty aud freedom 
America has known from its foun- 
dation is passing from the state.”

HE average new Representa- 
T tive's wife alights at the Union 

station soon after Christmas, 
finds a furnished apartment for 
$125 to $200 a month, puts the chil- 
dren in school, and surveys the so- 
cial scene. 

It is a perplexing business. One 
school of thought says, “It is not 
wise to entertain much in the first | 
season.” Her own instinct is to 
crowd as much as possible into her | 
husband’s two-year term; he may | 
not have another. 

Her social inexperience counts 
against her in a city overflowing 
with professional hostesses. Then | 
there is her husband's salary, $10,- | 
000 a year. That has to cover 
Washington's high living expenses 
and the campaign that is always | 
around the corner, besides all the | 
other personal and political drains | 
on it; which adds up to the fact 
that no Congressman’s wife can do 
much entertaining if her husband 
is living on his salary, but she must 
do some. 

At once she discovers herself in 
just about the middle of the offi- 
cial precedence list, below the heads 
of the army and navy, and above | 
the minor diplomats and assorted 
army, navy and civil officials. 

After that she is amazed to find 
she is duty bound to call on several 
scores of perfect strangers; and 
that it is a mistake to say impul- 
sively to the likeable women to 
whom she has talked at a tea, “We 
are living at the Roosevelt. Do 
come and see me.” The other wo- 
man may outrahk her, in which 
case she herself must make the 
first call. 

To simplify things, she might 
as well memorize the weekly “at 
home” list: Monday, Justices of the 
Supreme Court; Tuesday, members 
of Congress; Wednesday, Cabinet;

She is not trite but witty and 
not flippant nor yet too serious. 
The thoughtfulness of her books 
rather belie their gay jackets. She 
did not start writing without theo- 
retical preparation. A graduate of 
Ouachita College, Arkadelphia, 


which she entered at 14, she spent” 


two years at Chicago University 
and has taken courses in story writ- 
ing which she says answered her 
practical problems. She reads pro- 
digiously, absorbing all she can of 
psychology, reading and studying 
with notebook in hand. Finishing 
her formal schooling, she taught 
Latin, French and German in high 
schools and languages and litera- 
ture in the grade schools of Little 
Rock. This experience she says was 
helpful in -giving her a thorough 
review of the fundamentals of En- 
glish expression. 

“I belong to the perspirational, 
not the inspirational school of writ- 
ing,’*she said. “Wait for the mood 
to write and you never will write 
enough to learn how to write. I set 
a task for myself, so many words in 
a given time, 8000 words a week as 
an average requirement. I complete 
my stint if I have to do it on the 
last night of the last day of the 
month. But I have streaks and 
slumps. Sometimes I overwrite my 
quota. In August this year I wrote 
105,000 words. I have been told it 
was hot here in August. I remem- 
ber I worked stripped down to 
shorts and shirt, but at the time I 
was paying no attention to actual 
temperatures. Incidentally, I have 
sold every one of those 105,000 
words.
